R. James Greenſhields, a Gentleman, born and edurated in 
North. Britain, heing Ordain'dia Presbyter in the Tear 1694. 
went ſoon thereafter to Ireland; and was immediately pro- 
vided to a Cure, and continued there; in that Station ever 
ſince, until January laſt; when having à deſire to viſit his Friends, he 
obtain d a Licence ſo to do, from his Grace the Primate of all Ire- 
land, in whoſe Diocęeſe his Cure was: And. being to return to his Coun- 
try to which he had been a Stranger for that time, he judged it proper 


to bring along with him Teſtimonials of his Loyalty to Her Majeſty, 


and Conformity to the Eſtabliſned Government both in Church and 
State, and of living very ſuitable to his Miniſterial Character: Theſe 


he had in a very ample Form, from the Arch-biſhop,, from the Arch- 
deacon, the Vicar- General, his own Rector, and a great many others 


of his Neighbouring Clergy and Gentry: Soon after his Arrival at 


my ane he was inform'd of his Rector s Death, and that his rue was 
e Cir- 


ſupplie by one who intended to ſerve the Cure himſelf. In the 

cumſtances, he began to conſider that there were a good Number of 
Perſons in Edinburgh well diſpoſed to the Church of England, and that 
a Meeting-houle, Where the Worſhip of that Church was uſed, would 


tend to the promoting of Piety and Religion, by affording a Place for 


ſuch to reſort to, for publick Worſhip, as did not attend the Worſhi 
of the ,Presbyterian; Church, nor keep Communion with it; of whic 
Number there were ſeveral Perſons and Families of Engliſo, who fince 
the Union, have ſettled here on Account of their Employ ments in Her Ma- 


- 


jeſty's Service. For the Benefit of ſuch, and that he might in a Chri- 
ſtian and Lawful way make a Livelihood for himſelf and bis Family of 


ſe ven Children, he hired a private Chamber in the Canongate, and there 
officiated to a few Gentlemen for ſome Sundays. Then the Magiſtrate 
of the Place ſent for his Landlord, and endeavour'd to diſſuade him 
from allowing Mr; Greenſbialds to uſe his Chamber for a Houſe of Meet- 


ing, menacing him with heightning his Taxes, if he did; and what far- 
ther Uneaſineſſes both might have met with, he can only conjecture 


from his Uſage ſince. In the mean time, finding a more convenient 


Houſe in Edinburgh, he with ſame of his Friends met, and treated with 
the Owner, and agreed upon the Rent, and to prevent any ground of 


Quarrel, as to their Bargain, he was openly and plainly told, that Mr. 


Greenſhields was to uſe it for a Meeting ·Houſe, and was deſited to take

UA. ] But it appearing difficult to reach Mt. Greenſpielils, a Pet ſon qua- 
lify'd by taking the Oaths of Allegiance and Abjuration, and praying 
for the Queen and Princeſs __ ; One of the Town Captains was ſent 1 
to his Meeting - Heuſe, probably to pick up ſomew hut that might be a 3 
Ground to proceed againſt him on; but in his Sermon he meddled with 
no Point that migti give Offence, nor ever does; ſo that to proceed a- 
gainſt him at laſt, was found impracticable: After this, there is an Inſi- 
Nnuation made to un eminent Perſon in the Government, that if Mr. 
Greenſoithds proceeded, a Mobb could not be prevented, and Mr. Green- 
- felds'was moved by that Perſon to deſiſt for a Time; but he being ſa- 
tisſſed in his Oonſtience, tliat he a@ed nothing contrary either to his 
Loyalty,” or to Religion, civilly refuſed, relying on the Juſtice of the 
Govemtnent for Protection as a free Subject; becauſe, tho Presbytery be 
eſtabliſhed, yet there is no Law againſt their Epiſcopal Meetings, or ma- 
. king\uſe of the Lirergy of the Church of Eygland in tbem; and this his 
Reſohution he cmmumqcated to the Lord Provoſt of Edinbirgh, and 
tHav'd his Protection, who told him, he defien'd to give him ud Trouble,

When theſe Methods failed, another Stratagem was uſed. The Own- 
er of the Houfe being a Presbyterian, and (as appears by the Sequel) a 
weak Man, was practiſed upon, to apply to the Dean of Guild, by a 
| Petition, repreſenting that he had lett a Houſe to Mr. Greenſhietds, only 
for the Accommodation of his Family, and that, contrary to Agreement, 
He had altered the Form of his Houſe; by taking down the Partitions; 
and by bringing in Crowds, did endanger the Falling of the Houſe. 
-Upon this Petition, without -ordaining Mr. Greerfhields to fee it in 
common Form, or allowing him an Opportunity of anſwering for him- 
ſelf, there was immediately a Warrant Tign'd by the Dean of Guild, 
without farther Enquiry, to demoliſh and pull down all the Desks Mr. 
Greenſbields kad put up. Which was zccordingly done in a Violent 
and Unprecedented manner, by turning ont the enden, land ſhat- 
ting up the Hodſe, with Mr.-Greenſore/ds's Goods in it, Mr. Greenſpiel d 
-addreited himſelf firſt Privately, and then by a Petition to the Dean of © 
"Guild, ſhewing the groſs Falſhood of his Landlord's Petition, and offer- : 
ing by Witneffes of undoubted Credit, to prove not only that at letting 4 
the Houſe, the Leſſor did fairly agree to its being made a Meeting- 
houſe, but did ſo far concur as to go along to the dla, and give 
Directions how 'totake down the Partitions;and how rodiſpoſe of them ; 
and deſiring to be reſtor'd to the Poſſeſſion of his Houſe, till the Truth

laſt Effort was to be made; in Order to which; Mr.)/Garſbields 


moned to appear before the [BI Presbytery of Edinburgh, to give Ac- 
count of himfeif, as it was called. At his Appearance, he producod the 


Teſtimaniald above-mentioned, with his Letters of C] Ordination, 
| Reviſed and Approved by the Lord Primate of all Ireland, und by 


two other Biſhops there, as appeared by their ſeveral Dockets and Sub- 
ſcriptions on the back of the Letters; and having thereby anſwered all he 
judged he was bound to do, he told them, he had in a Chriſtian man- 


ner given them Satisfaction, that he was no Vagabond; and that ſince it 


was plain, by his Credentials, he was a Miniſter of the Communion of 


the Church of Exglaud, he conceived, as ſuch, he. was not ſubject to 


their Juriſdiction, and therefore declin'd their Authority, and there- 
upon Proteſted : But, being deſired to dictate his Proteſtation to the 
Clerk, he enlarged in the manner, contained in the Ac hereto 
ſubjoined ; in which, if there is any thing leſs accurate than it pugbht 
to have been, à candid Jadge will readily forgive it, conſidering: it 
was diftated Extempote, and whiles the poor Gentleman, a Stranger, 
was placed in the Mids ofa Crowd, be had Reaſon to believe, were 
his inveterate Enemies, and the Chief of which were daily in their 
Sermons inveighing againſt the Worſhip he uſed, and in a Place where 
the bare Directing the Gentleman how to do, in Form, what he intend-

them Mr. Greenſbielale, to notify the Sentence of Presbytery againſt him, 
and demanded if he was reſolved to ſubmit to it; in — a org 
he told them, that having declined the Authority of the Court, he 


would not act conſonant to himfelf, if he did; upon which, he was 


diſcharged to preach; under Pain of Impriſonment: But truſting do the 
- Juſtice of his Cauſe, becauſe he offended: againſt no Law, he had pub- 
lick Worſhip in his Meeting-houſe the Sunday following. In the mean 
time, ſome Perſons of more than ordinary Zeal, would, it ſeems, have a

have the common Benefit of ſeeing, in Writing, what was laid to his 
Charge, that he might prepare his Defences. This was refuſed; and 
giſtrates, without allowing him to be preſent, examin'd ſome 


and they deponed, they ſaw bim officiating. Upon which, he being 


again call'd in, he e it was in vain to deny what they had proved; 


and he had no deſign of denying, except for Form- ſake. Upon which, 


they ĩmmediately order d him to Priſon; where he now lies, until the 


Juſtice of the Government inter poſe for his Releaſemennt. 
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CAI A T the ſame time, great Numbers of the Presbyterian Preachers

+ {BJThe various Circumſtances of Times have a very great Impreſſion 
on the Minds of ſome Men and Parties. What was right the other day, is 
wrong now, if their Intereſt require it ſhould be ſo. In the Reign of 
the late King James, Precbyteriant preach: and write for Liberty of Con- 


ſcience, and againſt Penal Laws; they bighly applaud that Prince, in 


their Addreſs to him, upon his Indulgence, tho*, they thought, it brought 
in Popery at its heels ; but now they have a Law, von, the 

d. But tho 
this was their pri vate Sentiments, yet they were unwilling openly to 


counteract themſelves at firſt, until they were brought to a pinch. And, 
therefore, when Epiſcopal Miniſters were perſecuted by Impriſonments, 
and other Hardſhips, they pretended, it was not for their Preaching, 
but becauſe they were not qualified to the Government, and did not 


pray for the Queen ; and, tho they have impriſon d ſome that did both, 
yet this is confidently denied, in London, that any ſuch thing is true. 

But when one comes qualified to the Government, in a Degree beyond 
themſelves, then the Mask is pull'd off, it's no longer a Concern, for the 


Civil Government moves them; he muſt be taken out of the Way; he 
:uſeth an Unpure, and, as ſome have termed it, an Idolatrous Worſhip.

Are there not ſome Hundreds in the like 
Circumſtances, in the Church of Exgland and Ireland? Are not the 
Primate of all Ireland, and the other Two Biſhops, better Judges of the
